pany. 

“We are going to find out, if possible, 
who is responsible for this action,” sald 
Sarpy Carr Cabanne of 5356 Vernon 
avenue. 

“The name Cabanne means something 
in St. Louis. The first Cabanne cams 
to this place 150 years ago. The district 
known as ‘Mont Cabanne’ is familiar 'o 
every St. Louisan, although in later 
years it has been shortened to ‘Cab- 
anne.’ 


Adding Insult to Injury. 

“We have not objected to the use of 
such names as ‘Cabann3 Plumbing Co.,’ 
‘Cabanne Tailoring Co.’ and ‘Cabanne 
Catering Co.,’ because these firms are 
in business in the Cabanne district. It 
seems like an affront, however, to have 
the individuality of the name destroyed 
for such @ purpose as that given by 
the telephone company. 

“Long names, such as ‘Morningside,’ 
are printed in the directories of New 
York and other big cities and it appears 
that this example could be followed in 
St. Louis. 

“There is a general tendency to de- 
stroy. the significance and individuality 
of the best names in the city and to 
break cherished traditions for petty pur- 
poses.. Cabanne place was changed to 
Cabanne avenue; De Hodiamont is now 
only ‘Hodiamont; Carr Park is Carr 
Square under the new system and De 
Balivelere avenue now would be ‘Boli- 
var’ avenue, perhaps, had not public 
spirit oprogra the \change.”

Capt. Joseph N. Schoppe of the Carr 
Street District testified to that fact be- 
fore the Board of Police Commissioners 
when he was called as a character wit- 
ress for Sergt. Nicholas O’Hanion, 
charged with borrowing money from sa- 
loon keepers. O’Hanlon denied the 
charge and declared that Patrolman 
William Pritchard had ‘“‘framed up” the 
accusation. 

“Sergt. O’Hanlon is a truthful man,” 
said Capt. Schoppe. “I have never had 
cause to doubt his word.’’ 

Comntissioner Abbott had been scan- 
ning the sergeant’s record and rating. 


None Rated at 100. 
“How is it. Captain, that you have 


rated the sergeant at only 75 for ver- 
acity?’’ asked the Conn.issioner. 

“Well, that is the highest rating I 
give any of my men,” replied Schoppe. 
“I would not think of rating a police- 
man at 100 for truthfulness. By that I 
mean no reflection on the members of 
the department. But I do not believe 
any man should be rated as perfectly 
truthful.”’ 

“How do you arrive at that average, 
then?’’ asked Abbott. 

“Well, if I never catch a man in a lie 
I figure that he is at least 75 per cent 
truthful,” replied the Captain. “If he 
tells me one lie I rate him at 50, and if 
he tells me more than one lie, he gets 
no rating at all for vegacity.’’

The local police believe that Bogroff 
is a political malcontent, and that the 
reason for the crime was his hatred 
of M. Stolypin, due to the Premier’s re- 
actionary policy. They fear thé attempt 
to kill M. Stolypin was the first of a 
series of outrages planned for the au- 
tumn and winter. 

At his first cdiliieetnastndl yesterday, 
Bogroff was sullen and refused to give 
any information concerning the shoot- 
ing. 

Emperor Nicholas visited M. Stolypin 
at a hospital this morning. 

Dispatches from Kier state that Min- 
ister of Finance Kokovsoff, who has as- 
sumed the duties of the Premier tempor- 
arily, has issued the most stringent com- 
mands to the authorities regarding the 
maintenance of order; and the prompt 
suppression of disturbances. A Cossack 
regiment fs protecting the Jewish quar- 
ters in this city. 

A bullétin issued by the physicians 
this afternoon states: 
| “M. Stolypin’s condition is satisfac- 
tory. His temperature is normal and 
the improvement continues.

It appears, it is stated, that when Bro- 
groff attempted the life of the Premier 
at the gala performance in the Munici- 
pal Theater Thursday night, the one 
revolver bullet that entered the body 
first struck the crucifix which Stolypin 
always wears, and thus lost much of its 
ferce, which accounts for the cormpara- 
tively slight character of the wound. 

During the morning Prof. Zeider, 
who had been summoned from S8t. 
Petersburg, reached Kiev, and, after 
an @¢xamination and consultation, con- 
cluded that an operation for the ex- 
traction of the bullet which entered 
the right breast could be performed 
with safety. 

Kiev Thought Well Protected. 

Much astonishment is expressed 
that a crime of this nature could be 
committed at Kiev, where Gov. Giers, 
who is a relative of M. Stolypin, and 
Inspector Kullabko of the police are 
.reputed to be especially éfficient. 

Inspector Kullabko previously has 
succeeded in tmprisoning many reéevo- 
lutionaries and anarchists, and «bree 
years ago forestalled an attempt 
nuon the life of Governor-General 
Sukhomlinoff, now Minister of War. 
He was also in charge of precaution- 
ary police measures on a previous 
visit to Kiev of the Czar. 

Bogroff, whe shot M, Stolypin, is 
between 26 and 28 years old. He was 
exceedingly well dressed and wore 
jewelry. According to reports re- 
ceived here, he participated en- 
thusiastically in the cheering when 
the imperial family appeared in the 
theater. 


MINE PAYMASTER

To this 
was due the early report that several 
hundred thousand .dollars had been 
taken by the robbers.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Sept. 16.—That 
the robbers who stole, $258,000 from the 
Bank of Montreal at New Westminister 
yesterday are somewhere in Vancouver 
is regarded today as almost certain, and 
city detectives are working with those 
retained by the bank on clews that are 
expected by them to land some of the 
yeggmen or their accomplices in jail 
before nightfall. 

A $10 bill (C561017) that is included in 
the list given out by the officials of the 
robbed bank has been paid into the 
Maritime Trust Co. by a customer, who 
remembers where he got it from. De- 
tectives have already traced it through 
three persons. 

One hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars of paper money stolen is in’ néw 
$5 and $10 bills of the Bank of Montreal 
and the numbers of every bill stolen 
is posted in every bank in Canada and 
on the American border. An attempt 
to pass any of these bills would resuit 
in arrest. 

The $20,000 in gold and $88,000 in bills 
of various Canadian and United States 
banks are availkble for use by the rob- 
bers, however. The police say they 
are not working on any clew, but every 
exit from Vancouver I!s closely guarded. 
It would be difficult for the robbers to 
ship the money away by express, mail 
or freight.

His Work Makes “The Bishop’s 
Candlesticks” a Memorable 
Performance. 


REALIZES HUGO’S INTENT 


Olympic Audience Greatly Rel- 
ishes Double. Bill That Lasts 
Until Midnight. — - 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
HE big audience that assembled to 
ik witness a double bill performance 
at the Olympic‘ Theater Friday 
evening made its «way «homeward 
through the early moments of Satur- 
day without in thg least regretting so 
long a stay in the environment of the 
mimic world. 

This is because, after a very exceljent 
performance of Louis Evan Shipman’s 
dramatized version of David Graham 
Phillips’ no¥el, “The Grain of Dust,” it 
saw James K. Hackett and EH. M. Hol- 
land as The Convict and The Bishop In 
a little’ play entitled “The Bishop’s 
Candlesticks,”’ adapted by Norman Mc- 
Kinnel from Victor Hugo’s ‘‘Les Miser- 
ables,” which latter chances to be in 
many respects at once the most human 
and the most majestic story in all the 
realm of fiction. 

It had seemed to me that there was 
a strong likelihood of Mr. Holland 
wresting the star honors away ‘from 
Mr.. Hackett in this playlet, so appea’- 
ingly lovable is the character of the 
good old prelate as drawn by the great- 
est Frenchman of Napoleon the Little’s 
day, but I was blindly in™error on this 
point. 

The Holland playing of the Bishop 
role, while academically correct, failed 
in fnsight, lacking the fondly shepherd- 
ing tenderness that would seem well- 
nigh inseparable from the part, and, 
just to this extent, defaulting in what 
may be termed poetic realism. It’s a 
role that must needs be played ‘from 
the inside outward’’—and Mr. Holland, 
admirable actor though he is, played it 
exclusively on the surface. 

Against this consequently dimmed 
etching of a soul that fairly burns with 
the love of other souls was set the big, 
grim, tremendously vital Jean Valjean 
of Mr. Hackett’s playing, far and away 
the best bit of work I have ever seen 
him present under the seal of his in- 
dividual craftsmanship. 

It attained this height of achievement 
by virtue of realizing the intent of 
Hugo in telling the story of Jean Val- 
jean—a story which proclaims in its 
every line the splendid redemption poes- 








Tiove of a wife’ to whom he had. béen | 
an all-loving husband. 

- There was an instant then when Val- 
jean was hurled back into the hell of a 
wild animal rage against life’s cruelty 
and the human hate that made it cruel— 
but how finely true and simple was the 
next moment’s almost shamefaced bow- 
ing of the convict's head to receive the 


credible friend! 

Then had the road become vtshaainis 
indeed—and the curtain’s later fall on 
the scene of a shambling hulk of a man 
sinking clumsily to his knees in volun- 
tary prayer marked the completion of a 
marvelously faithful portrait so vivid 
with the very mood of Hugo in its origi- 
nal conception as to become thereafter 
unforgetable. 

Honestly I make my confession—I did 
not think Hackett had it in him to do 
so big a thing. I begin now to readjust 
my estimate of the man, because fair 
play’s a jewel, and it should besa pun- 
ishable crime to deny any artist his full 
due for sincerely artistic achievement.

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COST OF INTOLERANCE. 

Speaking of the exceptional fall trade of St. 
Louls wholesale houses, Elias Michael complained 
of the city’s lack of sufficient good hotels to ac- 
commodate the buyers during the busy season. 
Hotels cannot live on the busy season alone and 
one of the reasons that more good hotels do not 
thrive in St. Louis is because they are denied the 
privilege of giving their guests the treatment they 
receive in other cities.and that they have a@ right 
to expect. From Saturday midnight until Monday 
morning no hotel in St. Louis can serve its guests 
with wine, beer or any kind of alcoholic bever- 
age. Naturally travelers who are ,accustomed to 
using such beverages avoid St. Louis, on Sunday 
especially, whenever they can. Yet members of 
social clubs and of innumerable lid clubs can have 
any kind of intoxicating liquor in ary .quantity 
they wish. 

We do not believe in the so-called wide-open 
town, but it is certain that liberal regufations 
which enable its guest to live in accordance with 
his custom and conscience in matters not in them- 
selves immoral is necessary to a metropolitan 
city. This.is true of the liberal West even more 
than of the East, where Puritanism is a habit of 
mind. 

But all large cities from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific have found it necessary to modify hotel 
regulations to meet the demands of the cosmo- 
politan public. St. Louis is now a conspicuous 

and unenviable example of blue-law intolerance. 
Naturally the city suffers from a- dearth of vis- 
itors. '

Dr. Wiley stays, but what about the obstacles 
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THE CRUNDEN INSORIPTION. 

Mr. Crunden, as a book lover and as a man who 
did more than anyone else to build up St. Louis’ 
Public Library, is fittingly honored by the record- 
ing in granite on the facade of the new central 
library building of his tribute to books as the 
most enduring monument of man’s achievements. 


- The inscription. contains three axioms which are 


worth preserving: that recorded thought is im- 
mortal, the understanding of course being that 
the thought is fit to live; that books which con- 
tain such thought endure, and that such books 
enable civilization to increase its scope and pow- 
er for good. 

Wise and great thoughts being practically im- 
mortal because they appeal to the instinct of 
humanity for preservation, the man who de- 
sires the immortality to be gained-by thought 
will see to it that he thinks. correctly 
and nobly. If he, does this and in ad- 
ditién has the good foftune to bring his thought 
before the public in the printed volume, his name 
may be a household word centuries hence; and his 
thought with that of others will enable civifiza- 
tion to grow and spread to cath corners 
‘of the earth. ' 

The people of St. Louis and elséwhere are glad 
to know that Frederick M. Crunden has recovered 
his health to a degree where he can appreciate 
the honor thus conferred. Twenty-nine years 
of arduous work for the education of the people 
makes this pleasure well deserved. His view of 
life was broad and sympathetic. He labored not 
only for a great library, but for one which should 
contain books helpful to the reader as a citizen 
‘of a progressive republic. A perfected library, 
magnificently housed, operating as a source of 
public enlightenment is largely due to his efforts.

WILEY CAN HOLD HIS JOB. ' 

Mr. Taft in his curriculum in elementary poli- 
tics ,has evidently profited by the Glavis-Pinchot 
object-lesson, similar in so many points to the 
Rhshby-Wiley object-lesson.

Just prior to his start on his.1911 
itinerary he fssues his letter.{n which Dr. Wiley 
is commended and the frauds: of Big Business 
practiced in the sale of tainted articles of sub- 
sistence cre condemned. wey 
‘His statement, that Wiley “commands the sym- 
pathy of everyone for his earnest efforts to main- 
tain the pure food laws” is true to the extent to 
which it describes the feeling of members of the 
consuming publfc. By implication it is a harsh 
indictment of official persons high in the favor 
of the Taft administration. 

Dr. Wiley’s efforts “command the sympathy” 
neither of the McCabe board nor of Secretary Wil- 
son nor of Secretary Wickersham, who urged his 
“condign punishment,” nor of an affluent element 
who enrich themselves by counterfeiting the ne- 
cessities of life. So far as Dr. Wiley himself is 
concerned, the incident ends satisfactorily: But 
what is Mr. Taft going to do with the depart- 
ment? Are unwholesome, -noxious departmental 
conditions to bé remedied by putting an O K on 
the chief chemist? ® 

Insidious evasion. of just laws and bureau- 
cratic intrigues abound in this demoralized branch 
of the public servfce. Of the Wiley efforts which 
“everyone commends,” the ratio of those which 
the McCabe board render hopelessly futile’ is 
about as 1600 to 1, as shown by the inquiry. 
Does Mr. Taft think that the chaotic and vicious 
conditions shown to exist in this department will 
be met with a few grudging words of praise for 
the doctor and an intimation that the conspiracy 
against him is not going to succeed, at least for 
the present? 

Energetic reorganizing, not languid preventive, 
action is needed. 
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It is impossible now to estimate the value to 
St. Louis of the revival of water :transportation 
to New Orleans. It is rich with promise for the 
future. The only thing needed now is to open

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ADVERTISING AWD Asrounrs.”: 

Baltimore is being talked about this week some- 
what more than last because one of its commercial] 
associations filled 2000 bottles with printed lists 
of its advantages and threw them into the At- 
lantic so that they would be “strung out from 
Chesapeake Bay to Cape Cod.” This was an ex- 
periment, which is otherwise spoken of as a 
“stunt.” It is so far successful that it results 
in having Baltimore mentioned in connection 
with its bottled virtues for a day or so. To that 
extent it is notoriety, but is it advertising? 

Coney Island and similar resorts which arc no- 
torious all over the country for success in 
“stunts” may answer the question by *merely 
smiling at such amateur attempts to imitate their 
methods. As for Baitimore, it is mentioned’ in 
connection with its bottles, but no one mentions 
its advantages, real or alleged, because they were 
bottled. 

If all such methods are classed together as 
“stunts,” the most successful stunts are always 
likely to be the worst advertisements, If the 
president of the Baltimore Commercial Assocta- 
tion were to begin turning handsprings in the 
street, announcing his own merits or those of 





Baltimore at every turn, it would attract atten- 


tion, but who will argue that it would be the real 
advertising which inspires confidence and helps 
those who do not know each other personally to 
co-operate in business? A real advertisement is 
a means of transferring from one mind to another 
an idea that is really valuable in a way which in- 
spires confidence in its value. If, in addition to 
this, it makes q valuable idea memorable to as 
many people as possible, it is the best advertise- 
ment and {t always pays.

MISSOURI’S IRON POSSIBILITIES. 

The shutting down about Aug. 1 of the St. Louis 
Blast Furnace Co.’s. plant-in Carondelet cut off 
the market for Eastern Missouri iron ores just 
as a promising start in a revival of iron mining 
had been made. | 

The resumption of mining at the famous work- 

ings on Pilot Knob had reached at the time a 
stage at which more than 3000 tons of ore Was 
being taken out a month, a considerable force 
being employed. The furnace plants making char- 
coal iron in the interior of the State at a prodi- 
gal consumption of Missouri forests have an 
abundant supply of ore and the company in con- 
trol of operations on Pilot Knob either had to dis- 
band their organization or look outside of the 
State for a market. They found such a market 
at Ironton, O., a river town 150 miles upstream 
from Cincinnati. Under an agreement calling for 
not less than 50 and not more than 100 tons of ore 
a day, shipments dre now, being made regularly 
from Ironton, Mo., the railroad station mearest 
to Pilot Knob, to the blast furnace town of Iron- 
ton, O. This distance is about 550 miles and the 
freight costs $2.35 per long ton. 
The St. Louis industrial district consumes in its 
manufacturing enterprises from 1000 to 1500 tons 
of pig iron a day. Now, it happens that no small 
part of this pig iron qomes from Ironton, O. 

This, then, is the present curious situation: 
Missouri ores are being sent to Ironton, O., at an 
expense of $2.35 per long ton and sold, presuma- 
bly at a profit, in competition with ores. that 
have the advantage of low lake freights. Large 
quantities of pig iron, no doubt some made from 
these very Missouri ores, are being shipped back 
to St. Louis at a cost of from $2.50 to $8 per 








than any other known ores, when the State’s 
iron production wds the greatest in the West, 
probably is impoesible. 

But Missouri still has ore bodies adequate to 
supply at least the pig tron needed in St. Louis, 
and to do so will afford rewards to capital and 
employment to thousands of men. This present 
loss in freight of $5 on pig iron can and should 
be saved. '

see that the weight was light four and a half 
ounces. Up to this time the proprietor of the 
stand had been a silent witness, but broke in 
with: “If he wants to see the scales, let him 
walk around the end of the counter and come 
inside,” which proved to me that he was thor- 
oughly dishonest, or he would not offer to put 
a customer to that troublé, when a turn of the,
